WASHINGTON, Feb. 10—Revision of
the articles of war—the milltary law of
the United States that has stood un-
changed since 180i—is propomed in a bil]
passed without a dissenting vote by the
nenite toduy designed to make the sol-
dier guilty of purely military offanses
an object of reformatory discipline in-
stead of a penitentiary convict with the
criminal stamp upon him.

Fort Leavenworth, Kan., would ceuwns
to be a federanl ponitentiary under Lhe
terms of the blll and hereafter yould be
known as the United States military de-
tention barracks, The prison woulil be
modaeled aufter the English army discipli-
nury institution at Aldershot and no mol-
dier or elvillan oconvieted of an offenso
punighable by penal! servitude might
hereafler be confined theve.
